tricts of country have been swept over 
and held by the armies of the United 
States ; fhat colored troops are a thorn 
in Jeff's side. is shown by his statement 
fo-wit: “That with fiendish malignity 
the passions of the servile race have been 
excited by our foes.” 

The Charleston Mercury reviews at 
length, the®so-called peace theories of 
Stephens and the rebel Congressman. 
Boyce. In the course of its criticism it 
very frankly admit that the people-of 
rebeldom live under a despotism ; that 
therebel Constitution has been violated 
by the rebel Congress in levying direct 
taxes; that public faith bas been for- 
feited by compelling holders of rebel 
currency to sacrifice ome-third of it. Of 
our late military disasters, it says they 
have encouraged reconstractionists to 
raise their heads.

Fort Bringer. Oct. 24, 

Ep. Vevetre—I votiee in your paper 
of the 21st, an article headed ‘Lakes of 
the Great Interior Basia,”’ throwing some 
shade on the condwet of the Ist Utab 
Regiment. commanded by Gol. J. C. 
IIays. In the first place, Nevada was at 
that time a portion of Utah, and the In- 
dian troubles were in May and June of 
1860. Your correspondent puts it down 


‘in 1861. On the 7th of May the Pi-Utes’ 


killed five men and burot Williams’ sta- 
tion, on Carson river. On the 8th Major 
Ormsby started with one hundred men 
in pursuit, and came up with the Indians 
at the Truckee Meadows, and after a apir- 
ited engagement for three hours, against 
ten to one, and being very poorly arm- 
ed and short of ammunition, be ordered 


the men to fall back and sbelter them- 


selves within the timber or cottonwood 
trees that grew on the banks of the 
Truckee. The men in falling back, by 
some means became frightened by some- 
body saying the Indians had crossed the 
river and gotin their rear. The retreat 
soon became a stampede: or in other 
words the devil take the hindmost, and 
out of one hundred and four men that 
were engaged, some twenty escaped the 
fury of the Pi Utes. So much for Orms- 
by’s party. This battle was fonght on 
the 12th of May, 1860. On the 15th Col. 
Hays, then on a visit to Washoe, called 
for volunteers to go and bury the dead 
and give aid to the wounded, if any still 
survived. Some four hundred men re- 
sponded to the call, but on uccount of. 
no arms being in the Territory, be had 
to telegraph to California for them. The 
Governor ordered two Companies, the 
Nevagla Rifles and Siera Guards, to take 
up their line of march for Washoe, and 
Sanders, of Sacramento, brought some 
arms for such men as could be raised in 
Washoe. The arms arrived about the 
20th of May, when Col. Hays took up 
his line of march for the Indian coun- 
try, and when he arrived at the Big

ed au order from Capt. Stewart, of the 
Regular Army. to alt notil be (Stewart) 
could overtake him, as be was ordered 
by Gen. Sumner to proceed to Pyramid 
Lake with two Companies of Regulars, 
und act with the Volunteers to suppress 
the dificalties.
